Claims 38-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not clear what is the function of the anchor 
cable, and how it is affected by drawing the bow. It is not 
clear where the other ends of the bowstring cable and return 
cable are attached. It is not clear how the bowstring cable 
can provide a compound effect. 

Claims 35-37 are allowed.
